that time Edie and Beaver&on came 
off Big Round Top. Beaverson had 
a ritle which Shriver said appeared 
“dosed” at the time. hut which 
Beaverson later “opened” by remov­ 
ing the bolt. 
Soon three other youths came out 
of the woods, farther down on Big 
Round Top. and then the eighth 
member of the party "walked down 
the avenue." Tao of the last four 
youths also carried rifles. Shriver 
said the youths told him they had 
been hunting on Green Ridge in 
western Adams County, had found 
no deer, and had started home and 
decided to stop at the battlefield. 
Used ’Scopes On Rifles 
Edie and Beaverson told Com­ 
missioner Yake they had been hunt­ 
ing >n Green Ridge but held that 
the roster given Shriver did not 
represent a hunting "camp,’’ because 
they had not been hunting together 
on Green Ridge, and did not repre­ 
sent a hunting group on the battle­ 
field, but was in their possession 
because they had been hunting pre­ 
viously and planned to hunt again. 
Both claimed they had no inten­ 
tion of hunting. Edie told Yake: 
“We had heard in school about tile 
battlefield and we went up the 
towers, four or five of them, to see 
the things we had heard about. We 
were going up the tower at Round 
Top and Beaverson took his rifle 
along so we could look through the 
’scopes on it. sihce we didn’t have 
any glasses (binoculars) along.” 
Both said they tired before reach­ 
ing the tower and did not climb 
that tower. 
“Leans Over Backwards" 
Edie and Beaverson both said they 
planned to use the gun only to look 
at the scenery with the telescope 
sight. Beaverson remarked “there 
are round things on the tower 
that tell you what to look at.” (Each 
tower has a circular metal disc 
stating the direction and distance 
to points of interest.) 
They held they did not know what 
the other boys in the group were 
doing on Big Round Top, or why 
they took guns with them, but said 
all had started originally to climb 
the tower. 
Yake held that "while it doesn’t 
seem impossible that boys would 
take guns on the hill without some 
idea of hunting, still hunting is in 
the mind and so we’ll lean over 
backwards and find you innocent 
of hunting on the field. However the 
law specifically states you cannot 
take guns on the field without 
permission of the superintendent* 
and you had not such permission. I 
find you guilty of that and lean 
over backward and make the fine 
only $50 each. The courts have held 
what firearms are and on 
the 
battlefield the guards are not re­ 
quired to check whether bolts are 
open or not. The rules state that 
the firearm must be encased or 
sealeld, and being locked in a trunk 
of a car (where Edie said his gun 
was) Ls not enough.” Beaverson and 
his father held at the hearing 
that Beaverson’s gun could not be 
fired because the bolt could not 
be closed.

Harris said there “was no doubt 
hut what it was a gas explosion.” 
State and federal mine officials 
rated the mine as gaseous. 
The blast was described by Har. 
ria as “Just like a hot blast of 
wind. There was no fire — just 
smoke and dust and a bad odor.” 
The survivors were brought out 
from a joy loading (a type of me­ 
chanical operation) section of tile 
mine some 500 feet underground 
and about a mile and a half from 
the mine shaft entry on the Vir­ 
ginia side of the operation that 
straddles the Virginia-West Vir­ 
ginia border. 
Their discovery some five hours 
after the first blast was the first 
contact with the men during the 
time they were trapped.

December ii a good time to check 
water pipes that are in exposed 
locations. 
Covering any pipe on the surface 
of the ground aith about 30 inches 
of soil is suggested or place in a 
trench below the frost line or about 
JO inches below ground level. 
Use insulation to cover a pipe 
entering a building in an exposed 
location. If 
nsulation Is imprac­ 
tical consider electric heating cable. 
Heating cable, rated at 7 watts per 
foot, placed along the underside of 
a \ inch pipe, and taped In position 
with friction tape, will protect to 
about IO degrees above aero. To 
protect to 5 degrees below aero it 
will be necessary to wind the heat­ 
in g cable around the pipe with 
spirals not more than 3 inches 
apart. 
Warning Issued 
Caution in using heating cable Is 
urged and be sure the pipe being 
protected is grounded to prevent 
•hock hazard. 
Never lengthen or shorten the 
heating cable as It will effect the 
heat output. Lengthening decreases 
the heat output and shortening will 
increase the heat output which can 
be a hazard. 
Thermostats are not necessary but 
desirable. A thermostat makes insu­ 
lation automatic and more econom­ 
ical. Without a thermostat the heat 
stays on all the time until the 
•witch is pulled. 
The pump will noted protection 
too, and a heat lamp or an ordinary 
IOO watt light Is satisfactory under 
most conditions.

stone? Well, there s one more Job 
to do after that. You need to build 
up a good phosphorus level in that 
•oil. Phosphorus is so important in 
crop production, that fanning is 
impossible without it. 
On the famous Jordon Soil Fer­ 
tility Plots at the Pennsylvania 
State University one plot of land 
received no fertilizer for 77 years. 
At the end of this time, the corn 
yield was twenty-eight bushels to 
the acre. The same yield wtth potash 
alone was obtained during the 77th 
year. However, where nothing but 
phosphorus alone was applied, the 
com yield Jumped from twenty- 
eight to a full eighty bushels per 
acre.

CHAPPAQUA, N. Y. — What is 
gardening? 
“ It is work and sweat and blis­ 
ters and bugs. Prickles in fingers 
and dirt on the rugs,” answers 
John S. Gallagher in the 1957 cata­ 
logue of one of the big nurseries. 
He goes on, of course, to paint 
in rhyme the Joys of the first daf­ 
fodil, 
the 
dew-covered 
morning 
rose and all the rest of the things 
each of us with our very own spot 
knows full well, even lf modesty 
does prevent us from doing too 
much bragging. 
It is a curious hobby. At Octo­ 
ber’s end, when the cleanup work 
outdoors seemed never-ending and 
every gust of wind blew another 
load of leaves onto the lawm, there 
were times when gardening seemed 
pure drudgery. Now, with the plants 
snug In their winter beds, the last 
leaves mulched or composted and 
the gross given its late fall feed­ 
ing, Just a couple of indoor week 
ends turn the gardener’s thoughts 
to spring and spring planning. 
After all, it’s Just a m atter of 
weeks, really, until the 1958 seed 
catalogues are out, and the flats 
of tomatoes and snapdragons and 
petunias can be started the last 
week in February. 
Inside Gardening 
Meanwhile, there is still garden­ 
ing to be done—the inside variety 
bul gardening Just the same. The 
African violets are blooming their 
heads off, so make a note about 
potting aoli: earth scratched from 
beneath the privet hedge, lightened 
by a bit of peat moss, sweetened 
by a bit of powered charcoal and 
fed once a month by a special

fertilizer, 
water 
soluble and in a 5-8-7 formulation 
of nitrogen, phosphorus and pot­ 
ash.

watering. My own experience has 
been that the Africa violets do bet­ 
ter if allowed to become fairly dry 
before receiving another thorough 
W’atering, and that the begonias 
and impatiens like to be kept moist 
—not wet—con-stantly. The pur­ 
pose of both the tray of moist 
pebbles and the moist mica is to 
provide the plants with a humid 
atmosphere. 
House plants, alas, can become 
afflicted with almost as many dis­ 
eases as the indoor variety. Watch 
the Africans for mold, fungus, red 
spider, mealy bugs and cyclamen 
mite. The others can pick up 
aphids and plenty of other pests.
